WHAT IS APARTHEID? 


Ik is South Africa's official policy of racial segregation and oppression of the over 85% 
Black majority population. Under apartheid, Blacks cannot vote, their right of assembly 
is severely restricted and national liberation movements are banned. Their freedom of 
Movement is effectively restricted by passbooks which they must carry at all times.

esses earn large profits from apartheid through the exploitation of Africans, whose 
cheap labor creates South Africa's wealth. South Africa illegally occupies Namibia and 
commits acts of aggression against neighboring independent states. The apartheid regime 
gurvives due to the support of some Western Powers, especially the United States, which

and protect it from effective international sanctions.
